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natter has been taken up with the police with a view ‘vo 
arranging a meeting between the relevant authorities. However 
legal proceedings have been instituted azzinst tne driver of 
the coach involved in the previous accident and it is felt that 
until the case hes been heard no action should be taken which 
may. be prejudiced to its outcome. In the meantime the Parish 
Council will continue-to do everything within its power to 
improve the safety of the road and we do ask all villagers who 
use the A604 to take particular care when entering the village 
by this route. 


Open water. courses : ; 

We note that severel children have recently been seen playing 
in the open water course near Appletrees and Hollytrees. This 
is dangerous at any time, bui particularly now with autum 
bringing the usual increase in reinfall. It is possible for a 
child to drown in even o few inches of water, and we appeal to 
all parents to prevent their cnildren from playing in the 
strean before a tragedy occurs. Any blockage of the water 
course resuiting from objects being left there could aiso. have 
serious consequences for large areas of the village es it 
could cause flooding. 


Disposal of rubbish 

Now that the skip racility has been withdrawn it may be useful 
to remind villagers that garden refuse may be disposed of at 
the County Council rubbish tip at Milton, just north ofthe A45. 
The District Council will collect lorge items of household 
refuse (but not builder's materiais) free of charge and 
eollection may be arranged by telephoning Histon 2504. 


Joggers 
The Residents Association have hrovzght to our notice the number 
of joggers using the perimeter rood between The Spinney end 
Bheasant Rise. This stretch of road is not lit and many of the 
joggers do not wear any form of distinctive clothing... There 
have been several near misses vy car drivers and we would point 
out the danger of running on an unlit road on dark winter 
evenings without eny protective markings.

"In the day of sickness, let it be anointed. with the clarified 
fat of the leg of a sacred leopard and give it to drink, ina 
' thrush's egg-shell, the juice of the custard apple in which 
has been dissolved three pinches of crushed rhinocerous horn," 
And then the threat: "But should it die, remember thou too art 
mortal." 


Of her training instructions, I will quote only one: "Teach it 
to bite the foreign devils instantly." 


Which of course explains everything.
